Facts About Pepper 
T 


HE black variety of pepper usually found in 
the table pepper shaker ta a tropical plant 
and most of It comes from the West Indies. 
It grows there as a rambling and climbing shrub 
whose smooth and spongy stems are often more 
than 20 feet in length, to which are attached very 
broad, leathery leaves. 
This bluck pepper, or common pepper as It is 
usually called, Is « fru it about the size of a pea, 
changing to a bright red when fully ripe and 
gathered ju st as it begins to tu rn from green to 
red, for when allowed to g< t more ripe it loses 
a gTeat deal of Ita pungency. 
When in cultivation the pepper plants £ re sup­ 
ported bv poles, or sometimes dw arf trees a ra 
planted to give the vine a support, the second 
method usually proving the more satisfactory. 
It 
Is propagated by means of cuttings and cornea 
Into bearing w ithin th ree or four years a fte r 
being planted. 
A fter beginning to bear the black 
pepper yields two crops annually for about 12 
years, a fte r which the vine loses its vitality for 
production and another m ust be planted to take 
ita place. 
Rep per was known to the ancients and used 
by them as a medicine, while in the middle ages 
It waa one of the most co m ti y spices and a pound 
of it was considered a fitting present for the 
king. 
In 
these enlightened 
times nothing 
thought of its old time preciousness, as it is now 
so common and com paratively cheap. 
The black pepper you u n today for seasoning. 
your f(*od is nothing more than the dried poppet 
berries which have been ground fine. 
W hite pepper, the kind usually served in re*, 
tau rants on account of its color, is made from the 
seed of the pepper berry a fte r the skin and fle»lip 
p a rts have been removed by soaking tho dri~-* 
berry in w ater. 
Red pepper is obtained from a species of plant, 
such as is grown in local m arket gardens, and it 
Is the hottest variety, too. 
It does not require • 
tropical sun to give it its "kicks,’’ but right her* 
in the United States the farm ers and gardeners 
know how to put th* "pep” in i t

Facts About P ep p er 
T 


HE black variety of pepper usually found in 
tile table pepper shaker is a tropical plant 
and most of It comes from the West indies. 
It grows there as a rambling and climbing shrub 
whose smooth urn! spongy stems are often more 
than 20 feet in length, to which are attached very 
broad, leathery leaves. 
This black pepper, or common pepper es It Is 
usually called, Is a fruit about the size of a pea, 
changing to a bright red when fully ripe and 
gathered just as it begins to turn from green ta 
red, for when allowed to get more ripe it loses 
a great deal of Its pungency. 
When in cultivation the pepper planta are sup­ 
ported bv poles, or sometimes dw arf trees ere 
planted to give the vine a support, the second 
method usually proving the more satisfactory, 
ll 
is propagated by means of cuttings and cornea 
Into bearing within three or four years after 
being planted. After beginning to bear the black 
pepper yields two crops annually for about 12 
years, afte r which the vine luxes its vitality for 
production and another must be planted to take 
It# place. 
Pepper was known to the ancien ta end used 
by them as a medicine, while in the middle ages 
It was one of the most costly spices and a pound 
of it was considered a fitting present for the 
king, 
la these enlightened times nothing is 
thought of its old time preciousness, as it is now 
so common and comparatively cheap. 
The black popper you use today for season in / 
your food is nothing more than the dried peppci 
berries which have liven ground fine. 
White pepper, the kind usually served in res­ 
taurants on account of its color, Is made from the 
teed of the pepper berry after the skin and fleshy 
parts have been removed by soaking the dr*--* 
berry in water. 
Red pepper la obtained from a species of plant. 
such as is grown In local market gardens, and it 
Is toe hottest variety, too. 
It does not require a 
tropical sua to give it ita "kicks,” but right here 
In the United States the farm ers and gardeners 
know how to put the “pep" in i t
